•YOURS IN CHRIST' 


By WILLIAM 
E. GILROY, 
D.O. 


"Yours in Christ"—that is the 


closing salutation in a letter I 
have just received. It is obviously 
a letter from one Christian to an- 
other. Yet even among Christians 
it is a somewhat unusual form of 
closing. 


It has a special significance to 


which I should like to return. 
First, 
however, 
some 
comment 


seems appropriate upon what it 
means to be 
'in Christ." 


The meaning of the "in" in the 


New 
Testament 
expression 
"in 


Christ." is as if you were to say 
"in New York," denoting a place 
of residence. 


Christ is the Christian's living 


place and environment. 


To be "in Christ" means, first 


and 
most of all, to live in a 


world of love—the world of the 
love of God made real to men by 
Jesus 
Christ 
(Matthew 7:9-11). 


This 
is 
the 
gospel, 
concerning 


God's goodness and grace and His 
yearning, 
like that 
of 
a 
good 


hepherd s love and seeking for a 


lost sheep, that all men should be 
saved. That is basic in what it 
means to be "in Christ." 


"We love Him because He first 


loved us," says the Apostle John 
U John 4:19). To be "in Christ" 
is to respond tc God's love by 
seeking to know and do His will. 


How can one know God's will? 


I think it is revealed in the Old 
and New Testament—in tho two 
great commandments, and in the 
logical fact that "if God so loved 
us we ought also to love one bn- 
other." 


•No man can bo 'in Christ" un- 


less he loves his fellow men and 
his heart is purged of prejudice 
and bias and hatred. 


Differences 
are sure to 
arise 


among men. Contention must often 
inevitably be strong. Hatred of evil 
easily becomes hatred of evildoer,--. 


Yet significant in the example 


and teaching of '.he Christ is the 
fact that God loves sinners. Man 
in his 
first 
righteous hatred of 


evildoers, 
if he 
would 
be 
"in 


Christ," 
should not forget God's 
way. 


To bo "in Christ" is to put 


into one's daily life in character 
and deed the teaching and ex- 
ample of the Master, in humble 
quest of righteousness and truth, 
putting the worths and values that 
Jesus taught above all material 
aims and worldly success. 


The letter to which I referred in 


the beginning has for me a special 
value and significance. The signa- 
ture that follows "in Christ" is 
that of an eminent Roman Catho- 
lic churchman. 


The letter is to me, an indepen- 


dent Christian, whose immediate 
association is with a fellowship of 
independents, who in England at 
least, have been known as non- 
conformists rather than church 
men. 


Between 
me 
a.nd my 
Roman 


Catholic correspondent in external 
matters of affiliation and various 
conceptions there is a grout gulf 
fixed, but over that gulf is a great 
bridge that unites us 95 brothers 


in Christ." 
Differences of opinion, doctrine, 


organization, etc., are inevitable, 
and one would not wish any curb 
upon the freedom of churchmen 
to emphasize their own way, but 
what the world needs above all 
else is that Christians, above all 
else, should be "in Christ," 
in 


simple dtvoiior. to the Jesus of the 
Qospels. 


During the Christian 
centuries 


most that's decisive has been pro, 
claimed in His name, but in the 
pospels all the emphasis was upon 
loye. 
: What a power such simple do- 
yotion "in Christ" could be!
